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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  ninth  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools : 

The  enrollment  in  our  schools,  which  increased  from 
thirty-eight  in  1930  to  a  Fall  enrollment  of  fifty-two  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  holds  the  increase  this  September  with 
an  enrollment  of  fifty-five.  A  decrease  in  the  number  of 
children  attending  the  lower  grades,  is  reported  as  a 
general  trend  throughout  the  United  States  as  a  whole. 
This  seems  not  to  be  true  in  the  coast  towns  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  registration  in  the  primary  room  (  the  first 
three  grades)  during  each  of  the  past  five  years  has  varied 
between  twenty-five  in  the  year  1932  and  thirty  in  the  year 
1934.  The  pupil  list  of  the  past  year  was  twenty-eight  as 
is  that  of  this  Fall. 

The  pupils  of  Hampton  Falls  are  securing  a  more  com- 
plete education  than  in  previous  years.  While  we  are  not 
neglecting  and  never  shall  neglect,  the  fundamentals  of 
Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  a  real  training-  for  mo- 
dern life  demands  a  rounded  program.  This  is  the  reason 
for  employing,  in  conjunction  with  other  towns  of  the 
Union,  a  teacher  of  Music  and  a  teacher  of  Art.  When 
employed  under  this  arrangement  the  cost  is  small  and  the 
returns  very  satisfactory  since  completely  qualified  teach- 
ers can  be  hired. 

Mr.  Wendell  Hawkins,  a  graduate  of  the  Music  Super- 
visors Course  of  the  Keene  Normal  School,  is  in  charge  of 
the  music  instruction.  He  is  accomplishing  results  that 
are  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  School  Board  and,  I  am 
sure,  to  the  parents  of  Hampton  Falls.  He  understands 
the  pupils  of  our  lower  grades  and  the  best  methods  of 
working  with  them.       It  is  of  great  value  that  he  and  the 
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two    teachers    were    trained    at    the    same    institution    and 
therefore  use  the  same  methods  of  procedure. 

Miss  Newton  is  continuing-  her  work  of  last  year  in  de- 
veloping in  our  pupils  the  love  of  the  beautiful  and.  the 
power  of  critical  observation.  While  it  is  not  the  purpose 
of  the  work  to  develop  skilled  artists,  yet  hitherto  unknown 
abilities  of  above  average  caliber  ai  e  frequently  discovered. 
xA.s  means  for  future  avocation  or  even  as  a  pleasurable 
use  of  future  leisure  time  I  believe  the  course  well  worth 
while  to  the  children  of  our  town. 

The  division  of  the  Hampton  Falls  school  dollar  during 
part  of  each  dollar  which  was  spent  for  each  of  the  items 
on  the  books  of  the  School  Board.  While  these  figures  a:  e 
correct  they  cannot  well  be  compared,  as  herein  stated, 
with  those  of  most  other  towns  since  the  entire  elementary 
education  is  not  offered  in  Hampton  Falls.  The  heaviest 
item  is  tuition  which  accounts  for  practically  thirty-one 
cents  of  each  dollar  expended.  This  is  caused  by  the  fact 
that  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade  attend  other  schools. 
If  this  were  not  so,  we  would  find  the  tuition  costs  con- 
siderably lessened  and  the  teachers'  salaries  and  operating- 
costs  correspondingly  increased.  This  same  situation  al- 
so results  in  instruction  and  operating  costs  for  our  chil- 
dren appearing-  as  transportation. 

The  records  show  that  but  52.89  cents  of  each  school 
dollar  is  spent  in  maintaining-  our  local  school.  This  in- 
clude 23.89  cents  for  teachers'  salaries,  1.01  and  1.21  cents 
respectively  for  text  books  and  scholars'  supplies  and  ap- 
proximately two  cents  each  for  medical  inspection,  fuel 
and  state  tax.  The  other  items  are  small  and  listed  here- 
with.

There  never  was  a  time  when  children,  smaller  or  larger, 
faced  greater  safety  hazards  than  they  do  today.  The 
age  of  machinery  forces  even  the  young  child  to  meet  the 
problem  of  safety  before  he  has  time  to  comprehend  it. 
At  the  earliest  ages  it  is  important  that  the  child  be  taught 
how  to  avoid  dangers,  dangers  in  the  home,  at  play,  at 
work  and  especially  on  the  highway.  The  time  has  come 
when  we  especially,  who  live  near  the  Lafayette  Highway 
must  make  safety  teaching  a  regularly  scheduled  subject 
of  the  curriculum.  Little  "workbooks"  and  primers  are 
now  being  developed.  We  believe  it  possible  to  develop 
in  even  the  primary  child,  habits  of  safety  conciousness 
throughout  his  life.  I  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  avail- 
able, texts  in  safety  be  adopted  as  regular  readers  in  our 
schools.  This  work  has  been  done  informally  by  the 
teachers  of  the  nation  during  the  past  few  years.  This 
is  responsible,  in  great  part,  for  the  fact  that  accidental 
deaths  among  children  are  decreasing-  in  number.  A  reg- 
ularly organized  course  would,  we  believe,  produce  greater 
results. 
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The  accomplishment  of  a  school  is  often  judged  by  the 
work  of  its  graduates  when  they  attend  advanced  grades. 
Using-  this  as  a  basis,  we  may  state  that  our  teachers  are 
obtaining  most  satisfactory  results.  The  schools  report 
uniformly  satisfactory  preparation.  Hampton  Falls  school 
is  a  successful  school. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  printed  herewith.  Mrs. 
Lindsey  is  an  earnest  and  efficient  employee  of  the  dis- 
trict. Her  report  of  her  stewardship  will  be  of  interest 
to  all  parents. 

May  I  again  express  my  appreciation  to  the  school 
board  of  Hampton  Falls  for  advice  and  hearty  cooperation 
given  me  in  the  work  of  the  past  year.

Special  visits  are  made  to  school  if  any  contagious 
diseas  is  present,  so  that  the  children  may  be  examined 
for  symptoms.  Daily  inspection  visits  were  made  for 
two  weeks  in  April  during  the  measle  epidemic  and  again  in 
June  for  scarlet  fever. 

First  aid  supplies  and  a  first  aid  cabinet  were  placed  in 
the  school  during  the  year. 

Four  children  were  taken  to  Newburyport  for  eye  ex- 
aminations. The  Hampton  Falls  branch  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  very  generously  contributed  toward  medical 
services  in  the  school. 

Dr.  Merle  Straw  examined  the  teeth  of  all  school  chil- 
dren and  an  estimate  of  each  child's  work  was  given  to 
the  parents.  The  clinic  was  started  October  19,  1938 
and  children  were  transported  to  and  from  the  clinic  by  the 
school  nurse.  Whist  parties  have  been  held  during  the 
winter  months  by  the  teachers,  the  proceeds  going  to  spon- 
sor the  clinic.  At  the  present  time  we  have  completed 
the  work  on  twenty-four  pupils,  which  consists  of  102 
silver  fillings,  19  cleanings,  23  temporary  extractions. 
There  are  still  19  children  to  receive  treatment. 

In  closing,  I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  Gillmore,  the  Teachers  and  the  Parents  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  in  my  work.
